Mayor Of Menlo Park 


On Monday evening 


Menlo Park’s city council 


met in special session to canvass the ballots of the re- 
eent city election and reorganize. With the reorgan- 
ization James EK. Cooper was returned to the Mavor’s 
position which he has ably handled for the past four 
vears and Henry Carroll was retained as the Police 
‘‘ommissioner, to continue his efficient work. 


Mayor Cooper in his opening address pronounced 
the doom of speeders, Carnivals, signboards and 
drunks. The council unanimously agreed to the nec- 
cessity of placing Menlo Park on a par with Atherton 


and Palo Alto, which 
regulated, cleanest little cities in 
the nation. 

Mr. Cooper nominated Henry Car- 
roll, who received the highest vote 
at the election, for the Mayor's 
seat, but Mr. Carroll declined, pre- 
ferring to retain his post as Police 
Commissioner. The consequence was 
that Mr. Cooper was returned to his 
post as Mayor of Menlo Park, for 
another four years of city building 
and progress, while Mr. Carroll re- 
tained his criginal post. The other 
commissioners as appointed by the 
Mayor are: 

Harry J. Lusk—streets; Hugo May 
—lights and water; John B. Welch! 
—health and safety; Lusk and! 
Welch—finance. 


The council adopted a resolution 
declaring the official returns of the 
city election held last week, as fol-| 
lows: 


Henry Carroll—559 votes; J. E.| 
Cooper—544; Hugo May—497; W.| 
H. Weeden—366; E. H. Hart—349; | 


Robert Concannon—341. 


There were four absentee ballots | 
which when opened all went to 
Carroll, Cooper and May.
